FRENCH ADMIT LOSS

AUSTRIANS RETIRE 


Still Occupy Outpost of "Fort Say8 


Paris Statement.—-Austrian*

Paris, June S.—Heavy fighting con- 
tinues .m the vicinity of Fort Vaux 
northeast of Verdun. The war office 
of today says that French troops still 
occupy the outskirts of the fort as well 
as trenches to the right and left of the 
works. 


The loss of the fort itself, of which 
an intimation was given in last night's 
report, is conceded. The announce- 
ment says the fort was abandoned bv 
the garrison after It had been reduced 
to a heap of ruins by the incessant 
bombardment of several days. 
Ger- 
man attacks on adjacent positions thus 
far have been unsuccessful. 
West of the Meuse intermittent can- 
nonading was-carried on last night. 
Austrian* Quit Lutsk. 
London, 
June 
S.—The 
Austrians 
have evacuated Lutsk, one of the Vol- 
hynian triangle fortresses, 
according 
to information received at the Russian 
embassy in Rome, says a Central News 
dispatch from that city. 


Several brigades of Austrians are 
reported in the advices to have been 
captured with the fortress. 


It is stated the Austrian lines have 
been broken in Volhynia and that they 
have been withdrawn nearly twenty 
miles throughout the Lutsk sector. 
Capture 11,000 Austriani. 
Pelrograd, June 8.—An official state- 
ment ismied today 
says there were 


captured in yesterday's fighting fifty- 
eight Austrian, officers and 11,000 men. 
A large amount of war material also 
was taken. 


Air Fleet In Attack.

HOLLAND NOT LETTING UP 


IN PREPARING HER TROOPS 


Tne Hajue, Netherlands, Juno S.— 
Apparently there is no cessation or 
slackening in the continual training 
of ever more troops in Holland. A 
bill has just been introduced in par- 
liament to provide the further neces- 
sary human material. 
A special law 
was passed in July last extending the 
service obligation to men up Vo tnirty 
years of age, who had previously es- 
caped military duty under the Hiiiitoi] 
system hitherto in vogue in Holland. 
Parliament, however, modified the or- 
iginal measure by making it applicable 
only insofar as was required to re- 
lieve the landwehr or territorial levies 
serving with the colors. 
The measure now introduced em- 
powers the authorities to call up such 
men to relieve militia levies, which 
form the rest of the present mobilized 
forces, thus in effect establishing full 
universal service up to the age of 
thirty.
